For a long time on many of the 

road* In the We l oil hat b m n tied 
lor laying the dust, the fluid being 
distributed over the surface by maw ■ 
of a sprinkler. Hut the "^an'.a Mon- 
ica" system, taking Its name from 
the place where It originate'!, I* an 
Improvement on the old method. First 
the road Ik plowed to the depth if 
about sis Inches and the clods are 
broken up with a harrow, after which 
the rond !h properly surfneed with a 
rond I'KO'hlne. Then asphalt Ic oil la 
sprinkled on about a gallon to the 
aqunre yard, and the earth and oil are 
thoroughly mixed by a cultivator. A 
roller-tamper Is then put to work, a 
large roller being used from the cir- 
cumference of which project tamping 
points which sink Into the loosened 
earth, compacting It from the bottom 
upward. The process of oiling and 
tamping is repeated until about three 
gallons of oil to the square yurd have 
been used, an Inferior sort of asphalt 
being made of the mixture of earth 
and oil, and then the road is 
smoothed down with a roller.

THE CRIMINAL REGISTRATION LAW 

Last week every good voter in the towns and cities 
of Kentucky registered. Under the law, which is one 
of the things the Democratic ring depends on to keep it 
in power itn.iinst the will of the people; he got from the 
rrojstration « Hirer a certificate which gives him a right 
to vote. This arrangement is made, not to benefit the 
Democratic party, hut the ring, which now controls it. 

One of the most necessary laws in a free country is 
the one which prevents a man's selling his vote. If it 
were not for this law | man who once got a chance to 
steal from the people coultl buy up votes with the stolen 
Utoney antl so keep himself m power. This does not 
mean that the majority of men would sell their votes, but 
that it takes a very few to deckle a contest either way 
only when the two sides are about evenly divided. 

The Kentucky law provides ft. penalty for selling 
your vote, but the men who passed the registration law 
took pains to leave it without any penalty lor the selling 
ot the registration certificate, which gives anyone aright 
to vote. This was so that the democratic ring — they 
were the people, who passed the law, and they surely 
passed it ior their own benefit — could buy up the votes 
of ignorant people, largely black, without risking any 
punishment for it. They knew what they were doing, 
for honest men who happened to be in the senate when 
the law was passed told them that they were making an 
arrangement that would encourage the crime of vote 
buying, and begged them to stop it, and they laughed 
at them. They were speaking for the people that 
time, and it was the people that the ring laughed at. And 
the people- are you, and your friends, and your neighbors. 

The qvesuon now is whether the man who voted for 
a law to make < rime easy shall profit by the crime they 
h ive encouraged, or whether there are enough honest 
men in the state enough men who would rather lose 
honestly than win by theft to defeat them. Some 
honest men get so twisted by the heat of a political 
cinipiignth.it they seem to think that anything, fair 
or foul, which hurts the other side, is all right. 
Such men manage to approve the persecution of an 
innot i nt man for political purposes, and such men 
wfll v ote for men who have helped commit the worst 
of all t rimes against American liberty who have 
helped make the name of our great state a byword. 

But n ' n who can see straight even in politics 
will si e ti it crime is crime, even when committed 
for their tide, end will know that it will do no party 
»,<»><! in tin i r.ii to be known as one led by criminals, 
tin I they will ttiiji in with the men who are politically 
opposed in li • present administration, and drive the 
(lime malt era out of office.

Splder'a Bite Probably the Worst

What Is the most terrible death In 
the world? The following are n few 
of the most terrible known to mortal 
man, hut as to which of those given 
Is the worst It would probably be hard 
to say. 

One of the most agonizing deaths 
known la caused by a small black 
spider hair the size of a pea. It lives 
In Peru and South Australia, but a 
few specimens have reached Euroiie 
and America in ship loads of lumber. 
Not long ago a dock laborer while un- 
loading a vessel in the Victoria docks 
felt one upon his hand This death 
dealer dug lt h fanes deep Into the 
man's flesh, and as soon as the poison 
began to work he fainted with pain. 
He was dead In three days. This 
Spider's venom scorches up the blood 
vessels and spreads through all the 
tissues, causing the most fearful ag- 
ony a human being can have to bear. 
The worst of it is that the victim 
lives at least two days. The spider 
Is generally known as the "siMi-ky " 
When a man who knowa what the 
bite means becomes the victim he 
generally blows out his brains 

Another fearful death Is caused !>v 
eating a grain called "bhat ." This 
sometimes gets mixed with rice, which 
It resembles. The plant grows In the 
far east, and a few grains of It will 
drive a person Into a state of violent 
mania The victim becomes drowsy 
at first snd afterwards hilarious, then 
he goes raving mad. tears himself to 
pieces with his fingers and bites 
mouthfuls out of his flesh This grain 
Is found only In the remotest |>arts 
of the cast, but l*>th white men and 
native* are killed by It occasionally, 
for the plant grows In with the rice 
crops, snd there Is no way of telling 
them snarl, except when the grain Is 
dried It comes out In a sort of brick 
red color. 

There Is s South American plsnt. or 
vine, cslled the "knotter." which fss 
tens shout sny living thing that 
comes within resch. twining Its long 
tentacles shout a man as a devilfish 
might Th~se tentacles sear and 
burn into the flesh like white hot 
wires, and the victim Is dragged Into 
the heart of the foliage, and his life 
slowly drained ss the spider sucks 
the blood of the fly Those who hsve 
strong Instincts of cruelty, sometimes 
force a dog or other animal Into the 
grip of the ' knotter" to watch the 
effects, which are too horrible to de- 
scribe In d.tsil

In that earlier period there were few labor-saving ap- 
pliances aa compared with the present, stub as improved 
machinery of every kind, factories, railroads, telegraphs, tele- 
phones and electrical appliances. Steamships now cross the 
ocean and circumnavigate the globe in a quarter of the time it took to 
do it in the old sailing ship, and carry the cargoes and passengers of a 
dozen of the largest ships dependent upon the wind for propulsion. 

These changes have enabled the business man and his employes to 
concentrate their energies, so as to hurry their goods and wares to and 
from their shops and warehouses in a quarter of the time formerly needed, 
first having mad.' arrangement! to do so from the counting room or 
office, through tin- telegraph or telephone. The electric wires anticipate 
the arrival of trains, steamships and the mails, and through them cargoes 
of merchandise are ordered today in China, India, Australia, Europe and 
the world over, to be sent on their way tomorrow, where formerly months 
and even years were required. 

To keep up in alertness and activity the concentrated efforts caused 
by the needs of today in business life produces a strain which was un- 
known to our fathers, and there must be a relaxation and rest, or a break- 
down will ensue. 

A machine has its limitations, and if kept in constant motion with- 
out being stopped for rest, repairs and oilings, it ii sure to wear out 
sooner than under more moderate speed. A human being is in a certain 
sense a machine of delicate organism, limited to a certain capacity, and 
if run at high pressure continuously, year in and year out, without reat, 
relaxation and oiling, will break down in time and cease to be able to 
turn out the best work, if any. 

The stress on brain and mind in business life at the present time is 
so much greater than in the days of our fathers that it has lad to shorten- 
ing the hours given to business aud also to the taking and giving of 
vacations, which seem to be needful, and are, in my opinion, helpful to 
the business community, and not detrimental. We have more than 
enough of nervous breakdowns, even with vacations, and if tlioy 
were to be withheld I fear we should have many more, to the 
injury of business and oi Uh |M nil 
public.

WHEN AVENGING MOB STORMEC 
THE PRISON. 

Eut Burns Was Dragged To the Cob 
bled Street and Kicked To Death 
By the Mad Lynchers. 

Cumberland, Md.. Oct. 7 — This clt> 
has been in a stale of feverish c\ 
cltement all day over the first lynching 
In Its history. William Hums, colored, 
aged ZJ, who came here six months 
ago from Fauquier county. Va.. chanted 
with the minder of policeman August 
Haker. one of the veterans or the force, 
was taken by a mob which stormed the 
jail aud kicked, to death ou the cobble 
street near the Jail entrance m the 
.ear of the courthouse, where his cast 
would have been taken up Monday by 
the Mn!*<r grand Jury. 

After the uiob had *t stuped the face 
ooJ body of the wretch they fired at 
close range at Utxnl -0 shots luto bis 
head aud body. Five or six hundred 
people looked on. 

Burns had shot Patrolman Itakei 
while retttatlng arrest las'. Tbu.*day 
night 

The mob aseeuiblcl In front of 'he 
Jail sborUy after midnight, but it was 
after au hours parley and storming Le 
fore the prisoner was reached lu his 
cell lu the basement. Deputy Sheriff 
lleadley was lu charge of the yall He 
refused to give up the keys and tne 
mob secured a telegraph pole and 
broke open the Irtsnt doors 

Two grated doors leading to tiie 
statu corridor were stormed aud the 
first was broken open. and. while tbs 
t-econd was being forced. Deputy Sbcr 
Iff Heudley was held up at tb>- point 
of two revolvers, his clothing torn off 
aud the keys taken from btiu They 
did n.x fit the door of the cell occupu«d 
by liurns. and the leJcpboue pole was 
brought in aud the door of the ceil 
jarred open. 

All the while the negro never uttered 
• word. 

Other negroes in neighboring cells 
were careful to guide tho lynchers to 
that of Burns, and here the battering 
I am wa« used. The lynchers found 
their vidian crouched behind his cot. 
and. seizing him by the feet, where, 
within a few yards of the Jail. Itiros 
whs kicked and shot to death. 

Rev Wni Cleveland Hicks, rector 
of Kuianuel church, the leading Rpl co- 
pal congregation erf Western Maryland, 
lives within a stones throw of tho 
scene of the lynching, the shadow 
his church. He a>ked the mob U» dls 
Verse as they were attempting to break 
Into the Jail.

by the roots and tbe roota cared for 
In such a way that titer* la no danger 
of either children or live slock getting 
hold of them A few hours' work will 
clean up any farm that la Infested 
with this weed, and It should be done 
without delay. 



Why It la That Often but Little Fruit 
Sets on the Vines. 

Not a few people are puxxled by the 
behavior of cucumber vines lu the 
gardens and complain that although 
the vines are blossoming full, little or 
no fruit aeta. A number of tmiuirles 
of this nature have already been re- 
i-elved hi ili.. t'olorado Agricultural 
college experiment station this year. 

Tbe reason for this, writes W. Pad 
dock, la aa follows: There are two 
kinds of blossoms ti|>on the cucum- 
ber vines, aa well aa upon a number 
of other plants of similar nature. The 
first blossom to set, and by far tbe 
most numerous throughout the Ufa of 
the plant, are what are known aa 
male flower*. These are Imperfect 
In their makeup, for the reason that 
they lack the pistil, or that part from 
which tbe fruit and seed are formed, 
but It bears an abundance of pollen 
which Is necessary to the develop- 
ment of the pistil of the pistillate 
flowera. 

Tbe other, or pistillate flowera. 
sometimes called the female blossomi. 
are produced later In tbe season aud 
are alao Imperfect, for tbe reason that 
they usual!) lack stamens, but are 
provided with a pistil. The pistillate 
flower* can readily be told, because 
there Is a miniature cucumber at Ita

A. M. Teneyck Esplalna Why It 
Is Useless to Treat the 



Smut In corn It not reproduced from 
year to year by spores which adhere 
to the corn kernels, as la the ease with 
wheat and other small grains The 
corn plant la HHM with smut above 
the ground by means of s|>nree or 
aporldla. whlrh are brought In con 
tact with the young growing pnrts of 
the plant by the aid of the wind, rain 
and dew Dam s|>or1dla are devel- 
oped upon decaying organic matter In 
Ihe soil of the Held, growing some 
what after the manner of tbe yeast 
fungus The Infection with smut may 
Ink. place o,uitc early In the season: 
for mlng a mass of spores which ap 
pear as the smut balls on the com 
atalks and leaves These quickly dry 
and the spores, blowing about, pro- 
duce new Infections, causing a accond 
growth and fruitage of the fungus. It 
appears that bruises on the stalks, 
aurh as occur by detaascllag, favor tbe 
Infection with smut. 

Y. ii will thus see that It la useless 
to treat the seed There la practically 
no remedy for this disease other than 
to pick the smut balls and burn them, 
and thla will not prevent the isrciir- 
eure tif smut In an) field, since the 
spores may be carried by the wind 
from surrounding fields. However, It 
ma) be possible to reduce the attacks 
of smut tt> some extent by picking and 
burning the smut balls, since If little 
smut I* present lu the Roll where the 
coin I* planted the opportunlt) for in- 
fect Ion Is lessened, ft I* atated. alao, 
that mknure favors the development 
of -n. lit since It offers an abundance 
of favorable material »,.. :, which the 
smut may grow and develop the spor- 
Idla which cause tbe Aral lurectlon 
of the 



Now, In order to produce fruit. It 
la necessary for pollen from tbe *taml 
nate blossoms to be transferred to the 
Pistil of tbe other claaa of flowera 
When grown In tbe green houae. the 
work of pollination must be done by 
hand, but out of doora. there are al 
ways Insect visitors enough to per 
form thla Important work In fact 
thla la one of nature'* provlsloua by 
which cross fertilisation of plants la 
effected Insects of many and vartoua 
kinds visit from blossom to blossom 
and aa tbey go to the stamlnate flow- 
era their bodies become dusted with 
the pollen; then aa tbey rhaac* to 
visit a pistillate flower, aonie of the 
pollen la l>ound to be left upon the 
receptive surface of the pistil. Thla 
In planta la known aa pollination. 

The pollen grains havo the jiower 
nf germination much like a grain of 
corn Tbe end of the pistil Is mold 
so that tbe grains soon terminate and 
the germ tube finds Its way 
down through the pistil to the imma 
ture seed which It enters and give* 
up a |s>rtlon of Its protoplaam. This 
pfooeas is known aa fertilisation 
A* a rule It may be stated that no 

, fruit of any kind can be produced 
without this proi . of pollination 

• and fertlllxatlon. Fertlllxatlon Incites 
the Immature seeds Into growth, and 
this, of course, causes the parts 
which ■urrtiund them, as In the r;is. 
of cucumbers, to grow, and the result 
la what we recognise as the matured 
fruit, which In this case Is not strict I) 
correct. 

Certain conditions which are not 
well understood seem to keep the 
paint producing stamlnate blossoms 
at the expense of early fruit produc- 
tion Hut In a general way. we cannot 
materlallly haaten tho formation of 
pistillate blossoms We should see to 
it, therefore, that the plant* are kept 
In a vigorous growing condition by 
planting them, flrat of all. In good 
garden Mat, and Boeing that they are 
supplied wlib an abundance of moist 
ure at all times.

There are various waya of dealing 
with the sparrow pest, some good, 
aoinc bad. but Peter s way Is at least 
very unique and quite effective. l.ast 
fall he dill) dallied with corn husking 
until caught by a big snow storm This 
was soon followed by a tbaw aud then 
a freeze up. ho that half of the crop 
was left out all winter for crow bait.

In the spring many of them cet up 
housekeeping and begnu to ralne fiim 
tiles 80 after the new spring corn 
had sprouted and ahowed above the 
aurface, each mother ami father crow 
got busy and became a nuisance In tbe 
neigh hot hood l'eter bad to replant 
twice and some of the neighbor* four 
times. That's not all: the little baby 
crows seemed to need a meat diet, and 
to supply thl* want, all the ne*t« of 
other birds, Including sparrows, were 
tilled by the parent crow*; anil thus 
Ihe spurrow pest was conquered for . 
once. Of course the plan was hard 
on the song birds, for the crows did 
not discriminate In favor of meat. 
Peter will not take out a patent on 
thla plan, and all bin neighbors hope 
1.,- will not try It again. I

The Fall of Jericho. — "And It 
came to pass." etc ilelter. "And It 
waa according as Joshua said ' In the 
previous verses of the chapter. 

The plan of tbe attack was for all 
tbe men of war <v 3i to march around 
the city once a day for alx days, and 
on tbe seventh day to march around 
It seven times, the laat time with a 
long blast of the trumpeta and a great 
shout from all the men when tbe 
walla were to fall. 

Krom the wbule account we learn 
the order of procession. Prom what 
ever different sources the present ac- 
count may have been drawn, the story 
I* one harmoniou* atatemeut of the

First A vanguard of armed men 
who marched in alienee at tbe head 
of the procesalon tvs. 9. 10) They 
were to utter no vainglorious speeches

which the men on the walls may have 
thrown at them It wa* an ominous, 
portentoua silence "a* deep aa eter 
nlty." "silence that oppresses with too 
great a weight," tbe silence In tbe 
center of the cyclone before It bursts 
forth In Ita career of devaatatlon. 

Second. Va I, 13. Then followed 
* company of seven priest*, doubt 
les* in their rich, priestly garmenta, 
ahowing to the Jericho people on the 
walla that what Uiey were doing waa 
In the aervlce and with Ihe |ajwer of 
Jclxnah, who bad made a path for the 
Israelites through Jordan Theae 
were blowing "trumiieta of rame 
horns. " the Jubilee trumpeta, the kind 
that ushered In the new year (Dev. 
S3: 24) aud announced the year of 
jubilee <Le- 25 at These were like 
tbe bands which lead procession* In 
our day with marching music to which 
the people keep »tep. 

Third After theae came the Ark 
of the Covenant borne by priest*, tbe 
Ark which stood lu the river-bed while 
the people were crossing, the Ark 
which showed that the l.ord Ood waa 
leading and defending them, but on 
condition that the Israelllea kept their 
part of the covenant. 

Fourth. After these came the (v.

7. Rhetorical Exercises— Header, thw«tbe idea of rhetorical* damjieu 
your ardor Y Does it nreseut to jour mental vision the picture of a 
teacher with a •cowling and determined face aud |>ii{>i1h iu various SsssJM 
of distress from tears to oiieu rebellion f Iu many cases where rhetori 
cals are uudertakeu such a picture would uot be overdrawn. A large 
i.erc.-nUtfe ..f tf.u-b.-rs make no elTort t.' nave nucIi exercises considering 
the troulile greater than tbe value leccned. Others relieve their oou 
sciences by having little pieces recited ou Friday afternoons aud calling 
it rhetorical. A few tbere are who take il up with enthusiasm ami 
carrv it thru to the pleasure aud profit of all oouceraed. Wbat is the 
trouble ou the one hand and the secret of success ou tbe other? 

Tbe trouble fre<pieutly lies 111 a wroug begiuuiug. 1'upiU without 
a particle of preparation or training are told to write a couiposiliou. 
The very word is like a thuuder stroke to them. They have uo idea wbat 
is wauled aud are helplessly at sea. They cannot Ibiuk of auytUiug to 
write about aud can see noseuse iu it anyway. 

The fact is the teacher who starts in such a way is making a bad Lie 
ginuiug. He ia trying to drive the wedge from the wroug end. Childten 
will take great delight iu writiug compositions if tbey are started proper 
ly. They must begiu at the begiuuiug as tbey would arithmetic or gram 
mar aud make progress by easy stages. Little ones should be taught to 
make siugle seuteucee about familiar objects aud to write these sentences 
This ia composition work. Il should be a daily exercise thru the lust I 
years of school life uutil enough skill has been acquired so that the child j 
can express his thoughts as easily iu writiug as iu speaking. Wheu ibis | 
stage has beeu reached he may have it less frequently tho uot lesa regular 
ly nor less certainly. 

If childreu well along iu other matters hare not beeu taught to ex 
press their thoughts iu writing uo time should be lost uutil they have 
learned it. No part of their education is more valuable. Like the little 
oues they must begiu at the begiuuiLg. Suppose a boy teu or twelve 
years old is bright enough iu readiug, spelling aud arithmetic but kuows 
nothing about writiug bis own thoughts. His lirst lesson may be some- 
thing like this: You say to hi in, "Jack, what do you kuow about jmcket 
kuives?" Jack replies, "O, I know they are a mighty good thing to hate. 
If you have a pocket knife you can jieel a turnip or cut a watermelon or 
make thiugs." "Now write it out, please." Perhaps with some deiiiuriug 
-k writes it out. You read it over aud say "thai is a very good eoaajM 
-sitioU '" * ,i,clt Bi,v "' " nU > kMoa * > «hafs is uo com|>o«itioii, that's Batting 
You say, "well write some more to it." "Bat I do uot kuow anymore to 
write." "Are all knives alike," you ask? Xo. lOttfca are large fcatu loess 
are small. Souie have only oue blade while others have three or four. 
Some are cheap and of pOOt <ju*»lity while others cost considerable ami 
Bre better." "Well, Jack, you appear to be well posted about knit.-.-. 
1 Mease add thnt to what tou have written." 

Willi less reluctance than ever l>efore he proceeds to write it out. 
Wheu- it is douu you again apptOVe it aud tell him if he will practice a lit 
tie while every day he will by aud by lie able to write auythiug he wauls 
to. 

Jack feels proud to think he has doue something new that meets the 
approval of his teacher aud will be glad to exercise bis newly discovered 
powers aguiu. Henceforth all he needs is intelligent direction with th< 
occasional stimulus of praise or blame for good in' bad ell oils. 

Beginners must alwavs lie told what to write aisiut with euougb direc 
tions to keep them from being stalled or discouraged. 

The older pupils from the Fourth Keader up may have rhetoricals 
once a fortnight, readiug their compositions In-fore the school. ' Their pro- 
ductions should be read by the teacher, the mistakes marked and the whole 
copied neatly with the mistakes corrected before it is allowed to Is* read 
iu public. The efforts of beginners should uot I* 1 criticised at ull. A 
child may stagger all he pleases while he is learuiug to walk. 

The teacher must be ready to suggest subjects avoiding such abstract 
themes as •'Honesty is the best Policy," ' The lui|M>rtauce of Habit." aud 
"Virtue is its own Ketvard." The object is uot to briug forth mature wis 
doni ou deep subjects but to teach children to think about the things 
around them and to express their thoughts in writing They should lie 
allowed to write alsjut the thiugs that are interesting to them, that touch 
their every day life, such as, How Mother gets Dinner, or, How Father 
shears the Sheep, aud such like topic* including all the common occupa 
tions about the house aud farm. They may write about their own doiugs* 
and the thiugs that iuterest them. 

At an early stage they may write imaginary compositions about aui 
nials, travels, wbat they will do when they are grown and the like. They 
must be made to understand clearly tbe difference between imagination 
aud reality. Such work as the above they will thoroly enjoy aud it will 
result greatly to their advautage.

"Farming For The Future." 

How many time* do we see farmers who live and act as if this were 
going to be the very last year of their life? We see ou every baud men 
who are planning for the future, and true it is, that these are the men who 
are doing the world's work. 

lint when we come to the farm, we can not but admit that a large j»er 
cent of our farmers are planning for but one year at a time. If a farmer 
can raise enough corn to supply his family ou half of his laud why should 
he allow the other half to stand idle. We should arrange our crops so 
that something useful will be growing ou all tbe laud all the time, if not, 
weeds are sure to grow aud they are just as hard on the soil as many of 
our lighter crops, such as grass. 

If we grow cultivated crops, such as com for s< veral years in sticces 
sion on the same ground we not ouly loose the soil fertility used up by the 
corn, but a far larger tier cent is washed away into our streams. This 
condition should uot exist to tbe extent which it now does. By growing 
more grass, fruit aud other crops that do not need to be cultivated during 
the season of bald MsM *e can save fifty per ceut of the soil fertility 
which is now beiug wasted. 

We should not ouly consider the profit in a crop for the present year, 
but we should seek to preserve the wonderful inheritance which Clod has 
given to us in the soil. You may not be able to hand down a fortune to 
your children, which js-rhaps is a blessiug to them, but you can give them 
a farm which is better than it was when you received it.

majority of our farmers spend in loafiug about. 

Are you living for today, or for the good you can do to those whom 
you love? Surely it takes a man with a big heart to live for the future, 
but that is the kind of men Kentucky produces. Last sitmmer I saw an 
old man almost eighty years old setting out fruit trees. I asked him why 
auch an old man was working so hard to grow fruit which, he would 
never enjoy? It would have done you good to bave seen bis keen eyes 
brighten and the kinks straighteu from his back when be repeated with 
a smile, "No, I may never eat the fruit but there are my little grand-chil- 
dren and it will do them good." 

May uot every reader take this lesson home and spend more time in 
making that old farm attractive as sell as profitable. 



Wash! ngton, Oct. 8. — Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte has rendered an opin- 
ion in an Important rase Involving 
tbe right of a state to solicit Immlgra- 
tlon from a foreign country. lie 
hulds that In tbe rase submitted him, 
the state violated the Immigration 
laws In paying tbe passage money of 
tbe immigrant, and that. In this re- 
spect, the state docs not differ, la 
law, from an Individual. 

Brought Laborer from Cuba. 

The case In point has been pending 
before the department of commerce 
and labor since August 6. On that 
data Oeronlmo Oarcia arrived at New 
Orleans from Cuba. Ily the special 
board of inquiry at the former place 
be was denied admission to the I'nlted 
States. The Investigation developed 
the facts that his passage money had 
been paid by Reginald Dykers. au 
agent of the Ix>uislana state board of 
agriculture and Immigration, out of 
funds regulatly appropriated by the 
-State legislature. 

Me was given assurance that em- 
ployment as a farm laborer would bo 
Bj I lied for httn. and he promised to 
return to the state the money av- 
VMseed to him to pay his passac from 
Havana to New Orleans. No employer 
was selected for him. but be was • :t 
free to work for whom he pleased. 
Cass Brought to Test Law. 

The case was brought by tho state 
of I^ouislana to test tbe Immigration 
law. 8everal other southern states 
were Interested In the matter bcrause 
they had been engaged In soliciting 
Immigration to points within their bor- 
ders. The case was referred to the de- 
partment of commerce aud labor, on 
appeal, and Secretary Straus submit- 
ted the facts to Attorney 
Bonaparte for an opinion. 

The attorney general has rendered 
an opinion iu which he says: 

No Exception in States Case. 

"The assurances given to Garcia by 
the stute agents constitute, in my opin- 
ion, promises of employment within 
the Inhibition of the statute. While it 
Is provided that aliens coming to this 
country In consequence of advertise- 
ments by a state of Its Inducements 
to Immlgiation shall not be treated 
as coming under promise of employ- 
ment, there Is no exception In favor \ ltrUt , 
of a state In reference to specific ftn(1 thicken hou 
promises of employment to Individual welJ ^ ^ d()or 
immigrants such as were held out to 
Garcia by the representatives of the 
State board." 

The attorney general holda therefore 
that "On account of assurances of em- 
ployment that were given to Garcia 
aa an Inducement to his immigration 
he should be excluded from sdmls- 
sion." 

Will Be Carried Into *Court. 
It Is expected thst tbe state of Louis 
lana will carry the case Into the courts 
In order to obtain a judicial determin- 
ation of the question which means 
much. In the view of the authorities, 
to all of the states of the south.
